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“OPERATION BROKEN ARROW”’ 
NATIONAL SECURITY EXERCISE

On an overcast Sunday morning, an Air Force C-130 cargo plane, 
flying between Homestead Air Force Base and Eglin AFB, crashed 
in a cow pasture located in a remote section of Highlands County. 
The plane, with a crew of 13, was transporting two nuclear devices 
and went down 20 miles from the nearest hospital. This was the 
scenario for “Operation Broken Arrow,” Florida’s first joint 
military-civilian national security exercise. 

It began with a call to the Sheriff’s Office (SO) by a local resident 
reporting that a large plane had just flown very low over his house. 
A few minutes later the Air Force called and notified the SO that 
one of their planes, with nuclear weapons, went down somewhere in 
the area. Deputies were dispatched and Bruce Savage, Emergency 
Management Director (EMD), was informed to implement the 
Search and Rescue Annex of the County Emergency Plan. 

Realizing a need for communications, Director Savage then 
called the Emergency Coordinator (EC) for the Highlands County 
Amateur Radio Emergency Service (ARES) to provide assistance 
at several locations. The Highlands County ARES Emergency Net 
was then called into session using the 147.27 MHz repeater located 
in Sebring at the Emergency Operations Center (EOC) with EC 
Jerry Eichhorn, WB4WDK, acting as net control. Sixteen amateurs 
checked into the Net and were all given assignments. 

While the amateurs were reporting to their positions, a command 
post was set up at a corner of the fenced pasture to coordinate the 
search of over two square miles of pasture including some heavily 


. wooded and wet sections. When the National Guard multi-drive 


trucks arrived, riot control squads quickly established a perimeter 
and armed guards were stationed at the gate to prevent access to 
the site without proper identification. Fortunately, all ARES 
members were cleared with their picture ID cards issued by 
Emergency Management. Air Force officials declared the site a 
National Defense Area and took over command upon their arrival. 
All ARES responders to the scene used two meter handheld 
radios to pass messages between the emergency officials. Since 
access to the EOC repeater was marginal with a ‘“‘rubber duck”’

GOODYEAR HELPS HAM IT UP 
FOR FIELD DAY 1987

The idea for this novel project first came about while I was in- 
volved in a benefit project utilizing the Goodyear Airship ‘‘En- 
terprize” in April. During this project my background as a radio 
amateur sparked the idea of transmitting on field day from the 
airship. To my knowledge, this had never been done before in field 
day history. It would be an amateur radio first. The idea sparked 
excitement and since the new enhancements to the novice class 
license, it would be an extraordinary method of introducing new 
amateurs to their first field day event. As an incentive, we offered a 
special event QSL card to those amateurs participating in com- 
munications with the ‘‘Enterprize.”’ 

I set to work trying to organize what was soon to become an 
obsession. Unfortunately, I found that the airship leaves South 
Florida at the beginning of the summer to travel the northern part 
of the United States and returns to the Sunshine State during the 
winter months. I thought to myself that the idea would die before it 
was born, but then I learned on June 8th that the Airship was to 
remain in South Florida this summer. This seemed like a good 
omen, so I set out to arrange what was to become the most 
challenging Field Day project any of us involved had ever before 
attempted. 

First, the project was presented to the Goodyear Company and 
they were very eager and willing to give us the support necessary 
to make the GRAF-1 project a success. Once I received con- 
firmation from Goodyear, the next step was to make 
arrangements for a sponsor closer to the amateur radio field. When 
I contacted the Kenwood Corporation they knew that the GRAF-1 
project was not an average Field Day event, and was very sup- 
portive of the entire project. With less than a week left we began to 
address the technical aspect of this proiect and decided to use three 
RF products with quarter wave antennas for the VHF, UHF, 220

Hello, I am going to begin a column here in Florida Skip covering 
general packet news in Florida.

Many of you have 
probably heard that FADCA used to publish Packet Radio 
Magazine and no longer does.

WHO SAYS FCC NO LONGER 
ADMINISTERS TESTS? 

Amateurs do not have to suffer through an afternoon of sweaty 
palms under the watchful eye of an FCC examiner, but that is not to 
say that the FCC isn’t still in the testing business. Recent victims of 
SPS (sweaty palm syndrome) are the manufacturers of computers 
and VCRs. 

Fifteen Class B computing devices were tested for radiated and — 
ac-line-conducted RF emissions. The results? Four of the 15 failed 
the conducted emission limit test and four failed the radiated 
emission limit test. The bottom line? A total of six computers were 
tested non-compliant, since some devices failed both tests. 

On the other hand, VCRs were put through five tests — video and 
audio output power levels, output conducted emissions, antenna 
transfer switch levels, radiated emission levels and ac-power-line 
conducted levels. Of 15 devices tested, only one failed to comply 
with regulation. 

Wouldn’t it be wonderful if consumer electronic devices were 
tested by FCC for RF susceptibility as well? (ARRL LETTER)

BLIND YACHTSMAN ATTEMPTS ATLANTIC CROSSING 

Jim Dickson, KA3SBU, is a blind yachtsman who was attempting 
to become the first blind person to sail alone from the US. to 
England.

Dickson had passed his Novice license exam prior to setting sail 
but had not actually received his ticket.

HEARD ON REPEATERS 


Full Quieting — A signal is full quieting when it is received | 


without any background noise being present. 

Identifier — The device that automatically generates the 
repeater’s call sign. This can be either Morse code or voice and is 
required every five minuts when the repeater is in use. 

Intermod — Spurious signals heard or transmitted caused by the 
unintentional mixing of two or more signals in a nonlinear element. 


This mixing may take place in your radio or in some natural | 


nonlinear element like a downspout. 

Open Repeater — A repeater which may be used by any properly 
licensed Amateur whether or not he is a club member. 

PL — Private Line. It is Motorola’s trade name for its CTCSS. 

Remote Receiver — A receiver in a different location than the 
repeater transmitter. 

Simplex — Transmitting and receiving on the same frequency. 
This is the normal way to communicate without going through a 
repeater. 

Split Site — Refers to a repeater transmitter and a receiver being 
at two different locations, thus avoiding the necessity of a duplexer. 

Squelch Tail — Noise burst heard at the end of a transmission. 

‘Touch-Tone’ Pad — A device to generate the tones necessary to 
access and use the autopatch. 

Time-out Timer — A device used to limit the length of a single 
transmission through the repeater. It resets only when the input 
carrier is dropped.

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On the ground Mike Bob and Chuck get ready to board their 

Ham Equipment for Field day. Read on about their ‘GRAF-1 
Project below. iS 
MHz and a Hustler foldover mast with a RM-10S resonator for the 
HF operation. Upon evaluation of the stations power requirements, 
we elected to usé Microtecs inverter system to convert the airship’s 
28vde to 110 vac. 

With this method of conversion it enables us to utilize the built-in 
power supplies on the TS-711 and the TS-811, and to accommodate 
th PS-50 power supply, as to operate the TS-440 and the TM-3530 220 
MHz radio thus saving us many pounds of on board weight by the 
elimination of 12 vdc batteries. 

With just two days left and upon arrival of all necessary equip- 
ment, we had our final meeting with the Goodyear Airship 
operations staff to determine our final arrangements for the 
project. On the evening before, there was a support operations 
meeting held to discuss and determine the final installation 
arrangements for the next morning since no equipment could be 
installed prior to our flight due to safety reasons. 


FIELD DAY aboard the Good Year Airship was real fun, They 
all said.. We wonder what they were thinking on the “ground” 
when Mike, Bob and Chuck flew over head. (all Photos by 

At 7:00 AM on Saturday morning I made radio contact with Bob, 
N4ORN and Mike, WB4RFC. We then met with our support crew 
and proceeded to the Goodyear Airship base. Upon arrival we 
discussed the weather forecast and the final preparations with the 
Goodyear staff. Since our flight was scheduled for 12:00 PM the 
conditions looked favorable for some clearing in the weather by 
mid-day, although Goodyear’s two morning flights had to be 
cancelled due to unfavorable conditions. At 11:00 AM it was an- 
nounced that we were clear for take off and could begin the task of 
installation. With the aid of Goodyear’s highly trained technical 
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staff, working in conjunction with the GRAF-1 support crew, the 
installation of the antennas to the underside of the Airship and the 
equipment was completed as scheduled considering that when the 
front end of the airship is tethered to an anchor mast which allows 
the airship to flow with the wind direction in a circular movement. 

At 12:00 PM June 27, the Goodyear Airship ‘‘Enterprize” lifted 
off from Pompano Beach, Florida on what was scheduled as a four 
hour history-making flight. Once airborne, Captain Jim Maloney, 
leveled off at 1500 feet and set a course to pass over as many field 
day locations in the area as time and weather would permit. With 
Bob, N4ORN at the mic and tuned to 10 Meters on the TS-440, Mike, 
WB4RFC turned in to 220 MHz on the TM-3530, and Chuck, KA4KVI 
working between the TS—711 and the TS-811, VHF/UHF, the 
GRAF-1 project was in full operation working under the official call 
sign of KA4KVI/aeronautical mobile. 

Two and one half hours into the flight, Captain Jim Maloney 
suggested we head back to the Airship base due to the weather. 
Although it was disappointing to land early, we were inspired with 
the number of enthusiastic contacts by our fellow amateurs. 
During the final approach to landing, we officially closed the. 
GRAF-1 project with 160 stations making contact. A sincere thanks 
to Goodyear Airship Operations, Kenwood Corp., Mikes Elec- 
tronics, and our support personnel for making Field Day 1987 and 
the GRAF-1 project another first for amateur radia 


antenna, 147.27 simplex was used at the scene. WB4WDK coor- 
dinated ARES communications at the site with EM Director 
Savage. Other positions included: Andy Chapman KE4VK with the 
SO Commander, Ernie Rasmussen KI4XM with the EMS super- 
visor, Harry Mottinger K4ZNB with the Fire Chief, Larry Prelog 
KE4PM with the Air Force Commander, Norm Cunningham 
K8MXZ and Thelma Chapman WD4HKN with the National Guard. 

By using a 1/2 antenna, the repeater could be used to reach ad- 
ditional ARES members in Sebring: Shep Shepherd W4IEV at the 
EOC, Sel Urband W8OKW with the dispatcher at the SO, Jim 
Kowalski KB4BNQ and Roy Cordova WA4KYJ at the Highlands 
Regional Medical Center, Clyde Scruggs KB4WHY at the Red 
Cross, and Mac McKinley WB4PWC at the Lorida Civic Center. 
Communications with the Air Force Base, located about 15 miles 
north, were also established with Steve Strom N4GXX in the AF 
control tower. Steve is also the equivalent of EMD for the Avon 
Park AFB. 

After a brief search, the crash site was found with 2 fatalities and 
11 survivors. After going through decontamination, the injured 
were transported first by military vehicles to solid ground and then 
by ambulances to area hospitals. Dave Scheiwn N4OBU used his 
base station in Sebring to pass traffic to and from Billy Gallion 
KB4DFG at Walker Memorial Hospital in Avon Park by using the 
APARS repeater on 145.33 MHz. 

Amateur radio was used to supply back-up communications for 
emergency officials and to provide inter-agency communications. 
Since the agencies involved used radios with incompatible 
frequencies, they were unable to communicate with each other. 
However, ARES members bridged that gap and were able to pass 
traffic between all the agencies using their two meter handhelds. 
All ARES members who participated in the exercise, which in- 
volved 125 military and civilian personnel, did a superb job in 
executing their communications skills. Several showers which 
passed through the area during the drill dampened some spirits but 
did not hamper the performance of the amateurs even though there 
was little cover. In his formal report to State and Federal 
Emergency Management offices, Director Savage noted that 
ARES support, along with the Red Cross and National Guard, was 
one of the most outstanding factors of the exercise.
